Doubtless  this  man  can,  with  as  much 
pyopiiety  a3  any  other  that  ever  lived  be 
termed  “ the  Hercules  of  political  discus- 
sion." “Like  a powerful  magician  hetouch- 
M es  with  his  wand  the  hills  of  erioi  and 
n they  snv'kc ; the  mountains  of  humanity , 
a and  they  pa*s  awav  ” 

Correct  and  impoitant  as  are  the 
principles  for  which  Paine  so  successful- 
ly contended  during  the  course  of  a long 
life,  nevertheless  he  had  his  enemies. 
Alter  rendering  to  America  in  her  revo- 
lution that  se'Vtrt  fo1  which  the  applaud- 
ing vote  of  hei  tepiesematives  stands  ai 
this  moment  recorded,  and  which  pos- 
terity cannot  in  gratitude  forget  till  the 
la'est  ages  of  the  world,  he  embarked 
on  the  tempestuous  sea  of  European  pol- 
itics ; there  deletiding,  as  his  principles 
compelled  him,  that  grand  object  which 
^xraa-had  in  view  by  the  revolutionists  of 
Fra'r  c.  His  writings  were  attacked  by 
the  parasites  of  power  and  the  friends  10 
established  government.  ’Twasin  vain 
they  entered  the  lints  with  this  cham- 
pion of  freedom — a>  every  point  he  pric- 
ed victorious — and  when  he  had  baffled 
them  by  argument,  they  resorted  toabust 
Then  it  was  that  all  the  ministerial  pa- 
pers of  England  teamed  with  denuncia- 
tions against  Thomas  Paine  as  the  dis- 
turber of  socie  y and  disorgatiiser  of  gov- 
ernment Prosecutions  without  number 
were  at  once  levelled  against  those 
who  dared  to  publish  or  advocate  his 
opinions,  and  himself  was  obliged  to  fly 
fiom  England  and  take  reluge  in  France. 
Thus  it  was  Pain  generated  his  enemies. 

Mssnwiile  in  America,  the  aristo- 
cratic opinions  of  Europe  were  seer  tU 
advocated  by  a party  styling  thems  Ives 
eedekalists,  whose  object  it  Was  to 
model  the  American  government  after 
the  manner  of  the  British  ; and  this  par- 
ty as  secretly  denounced  Paine  as  inimi- 
cal to  their  vitws.

INSURRECTION  OF  THE  BLACKS 

IN  JAMAICA. 

By  the  Brig  Abeona,  letters  are  recei- 
ved in  New  York,  confirming  the  account 
of  the  calamity  that  has  befallen  the  ill 
and  ot  Jamaica.  Three  regiments  of 
blacks,  who  had  been  organized  and  arm- 
ed by  the  government  fuddcnly  revolted, 
put  many  to  death  and  racked  and  burnt 
the  town  of  Montego  Bay.  The  number 
of  infurgents  is  computed  at  about  3000 
and  r.o  immed  ate  prospect  qf  quelling 
them.  It  was  one  of  thole  regiments  that 
rebelled  about  three  years  age,  and  (hot 
feveral  of  theii  otlicers  on  parade  Strong 
apprehenlions  are  entertained  for  the  fate 
of  Kingfton  itfelf. 

Juft  before  capt.  R.  left  St.  Croix,  a 
del'patrh  boat  arrived  there  from  Barba- 
does  wi'h  orders  from  the  Britilh  admiral 
to  the  governor,  requefting  him  to  fi  nd 
forthwith  a regiment  of  his  troops  te  !a- 
maica,  to  allift  in  quelling  an  infu>-recti8ii 
which  had  broken  out  there  among  the 
negroes.  N.  T l.v.  Post. 

Capt.  Forfrth,  arrived  this  morning 
from  St.  Bartholomews,  informs,  that  ac- 
counts were  reteiv  d there  of  an  infurrec- 
tion  ot  the  blacks  in  Jamaica,  and  that 
they  had  burnt  down  Montego  Bay.  A 
number  ol  troops  have  been  embarked  at 
Antigua  bn  board  the  ships  of  war  on  that 
ftation,  and  failed  for  Jamaica. 

Extract  oj  a letter  Jr»m  St.  Croix  dated 
August  1. 

‘We  have  Certain  accounts  of  a dread- 
ful infurrection  having  broke  out  in  Ja- 
maica. It  leems  they  were  aided  bv  the 
people  of  St.  Domingo, headed  by  Christo- 
phe.  I his  day  we  hear  that  the  town  of 
K ngfton  is  burnt  to  ashes.  This  is  a 
melanchoy  event,  and  its  effects  through 
the  ifiaiids  will  be  ferious  and  alarming.’

The  first  view  of  St.  Louis,  from  the 
east  fide  of  the  Mississippi,  is  highly  plea- 
sing After  the  same  scattered  manner 
in  which  the  towns  are  generally  built  in 
this  country,  it  extends  along  the  bank  ot 
the  river  for  the  distance  of  a mile  and  a 
half,  and  we  form  the  idea  of  a very  large 
and  elegant  town  : but.  on  closer  exami- 
nation. the  appearance  becomes  less  plea- 
sing. We  see  nearly  an  equal  propor- 
tion of  stone  walls,  houses,  and  fruit  trees 
The  bank  on  which  St.  Louis  stands  is  not 
remarkably  high  ; but  the  floods  of  the 
Mississippi  are  kept  at,  a distance  by  a 
shore  of  fine  lime-stone  rock.  The  in- 
habitants, taking  advantage  of  this  cir- 
cumstance, or  perhaps  for  the  fake  of  pur- 
suing liteially  the  scriptural  injunction  of 
building  upon  a rock,  for  when  there  may 
be  several  motives  I always  liko  to  assign 
the  best,  have  left  no  space  or  street  be- 
tween their  houses,  and  the  river  This 
would  seem  to  evince  a great  want  of  tafte, 
anu  very  much  detracts  from  the  appear 
ance  of  the  town.  Perhaps  experience 
may  have  pointed  out  advan.agfs  from 
this  manner  t but  surely  for  the  sake  of 
business,  of  health,  or  the  pleasure  of 
promenade,  here  should  have  been  rio  en- 
croachment on  the  margin  of  the  noble 
stream.  Thir  detect  is  much  to  be  la- 
mented : more  especially  -e  it  is  beyond 
the  po-*»i  of  correction.  The  principal 
scene  of  business  ought  to  have  been  up 
on  the  bank  of  th/.  river  which  gives  con- 
sequence to  the  place.  As  it  is,  the  town,' 
from  the  opposite  side  of  the  river,  ap-‘ 
peart  closed  up,  and  nothing  is  visible  of 
the  bnflle.  and  busy  emjloyment  of  the 
inhabitants  of  a large  and  populous  town. 
Sea  rcely  any  one  is  to  be  seen  excepting 
those  who  appear  to  steal  down  through 
the  allies  to  me  water  ; or  th  <t  are  ao  ut 
the  batteaux,  ern  at  intervals  along  the 
shore.  Tliescte  of  Saint  Louis  is  not  un- 
like that  of  Cincinnati.  H .w  different 
would  have  been  us  appearance  if  built  in 
the  same  elegant  manner  ! In  bosom  as 
it  were,  open  to  the  breer.e  of  the  river, 
the  stream  gladdened  by  the  enlivening 
scene  of  busmes-  and  pleasure houses 
built  in  compact  and  eiegani  rows,  look 
ing  down  with  proud  triumph  on  the 
broad  wave  ..that  passe*. 

Tne  town  it  principally  built  upon 
three  Streets  running  parallel  with  the  li- 
ve ; and  a number  of  cross  llreets  all  ot 
which  arc  extreme!*  narrow,  and  sa me  of 
them  crooked,  running  eaft  and  Weft  ; 
There  is  no  s.icb  tm*g  as  ■ row  e'  houfes  ; 
they  arc  all  disjointed  and  at  * confidna- 
kle  diliance  from  e*e'<  other.  Man,  of 
the  inhabitants  have  high  (lone  walls  *- 
round  their  g.ndrnv  and  orchards — and 
others  enciole  them  with  irdar  p.ik- 
ets.  The  ftr-e  a are  animated  by  the  g«y 
and  lively  Frenchmen  the  bufy  buftuug 
Anglo-American,*  and  by  the  saole  race 
of  Afrit.  and  by  the  various  degrees  of 
their  defendants.  We  may  often  fee 
the  civil  z-d  aborigir.es  of  this  land  and 
thofe  in  whofe  veins  their  blood  circulates 
in  greater  r left  proportions  ; and  not 
■infrequently  the  fintaftic  yet  g ave  and 
solemn  Indian  himself. 

St.  Louis  is  built  between  the  river  and 
a high  fecond  bank  which  enclofes  it  on 
the  welt.  On  afeemling  this  bank,  per- 
haps fixty  feet  above  the  level  of  the 
plain,  we  have  the  town  below  us,  and  a 
fine  view  of  the  Miffiffippi,  in  each  dnre- 
tion,  and  of  the  lovely  country  through 
which  itpaffr*.  There  is  a line  of  w..rka 
along  ,■*“  Drow  of  this  hill,  erected  for  thr 
putpofe  of  defence,  confifting  of  feteral 
circular  rowers,  f forty  feet  in  diameter 
and  twenty  in  height,  a I'm  ill  flockaded 
fort  and  a stone  brraft  woi  k Tliele  are 
at  prefent  entirely  unoccupied,  rxcepti  g 
the  foit,  in  one  of  the  buildings  of  wi.ich 
the  court  is  held,  and  another  is  ufed  as  a 
prif.m.  Some  diftance  trom  the  termina 
tion  of  this  line,  up  the  river  there  are  a 
number  of  indiao  mounds,  feveral  of  them 
large  and  beautiful 

Turning  our  back  upon  St.  Louis,  and 
looking  <•  i he  weft,  a .noil  charming  coun- 
try Ipreads  itfelf  to  the  view  The  pros 
pect  is  fcarcelv  bounded  foi  leveral  miles 
in  every  directioa.  It  can  fcarcely  be 
called  perfectly  level,  nor  yet  is  i'  hilly, 
but  gently  undulated.  The  countty  as. 
cendj  vervgradu.llv, though  not  impercept- 
ibly. Excepting  a fmall  belt  to  the  north 
no  trees  are  to  be  feen  The  left  is  co- 
vered with  Ihiubby  oak,  intermixed  with 
hazzks  and  in  fpots,  thickets  af  thorns, 
ol  crab  apple,  or  plumb-trees.  At  the 
firft  view  we  are  reminded  of  the  environs 
of  a great  citv  But  wr  fee  no  country 
leats  or  even  plain  farm  houfes;  it  is  a 
vafiyafte;  though  of  moft  excellent  foil. 


On  flither.  hand  we 


fee  thr  fame  kind  of 
eye  ag.nn  catches  the 


country -fiintil  the 
Mifliffinpi — Here  the  fportsman  can  be 
indulged  to  his  utmoft  wish  ; the  rabbit, 
the  plover  tbe  qu  .il,  and  the  prairie  heii.f 
are  in  great  abundance  ; there  are  also 
wild  turkies,  but  not  fo  numerous  To 
the  people  ol  the  town  it  affords  a fine 
range  or  paftrage  tor  cattle.  This  Coun- 
try is  not  deficient  in  water  ; a number 
ot  fprings  rife  in  it,  which  form  many  lit- 
tle rills,  which  interfi-cts  the  country  and 
contribute  to  its  uaeven  appearance.  The 
greater  part  ot  thefe  fall  to  the  South  weft 
and  aid  in  forming  a beautiful  rivulet, 
which  at  the  Inw-r  end  of  thr  town  gives 
itfelf  to  the  Miffiffippi ; this  rivulet  fwells 
at  periods  to  a very  confiderable  height, 
as  mav  be  feen  by  the  great  number  of 
the  fragments  of  mulcle  shells,  that  are 
ftrewrd  over  the  ground,  even  at  the  dis- 
tance oT  twe)e  feet  above  its  bed.f  With- 
in light  of  town  there  is  an  elegant  mill 
ind  other  woi  ks  erected  on  this  rivulet 
by  col.  Choteau.  The  dam  forms  a beau- 
vftV  sheet  of  water.  The  land  imrnedi- 
diately  in  the  neighborhood  is  more  une 
ven  than  at  forae  little  dift.nce  from  it, 
but  there  are  no  aorupt  bills  ; it  is  the 
“ street  victlfeitade  of  bill  and  dale;” 


On  this  bank  the  common  field  of  St. 
Loui  i was  formerly  enclosed  of  f-veral 
thoufand  acres  at  the  prcfciil  time  there 
is  not  more  than  an  hundrel  acres  under 
fence  ,•  the  cultivators  of  the  foil  having 
either  removed  into  the  interior  of  the 
country  or  found  fome  different  employ- 
ment. The  reft  of  the  ground  looks  like 
the  worn  comm  n,  in  the  neighborhood  of 
a large  town.  The  grais  trodden  down 
and  fhort  : and  the  loofe  foil,  in  feveral 
places,  cut  open  into  gaping  rayines,  by 
the  l’cvere  rail’s  which  fall  in  this  country. 

No  one  vilits  St.  Louis,  without  declar- 
ing that  its  fituation  is  truly  delightful 
»nd  advantageous;  that  its  furrounding 
country  is  beautiful  and  fertile.  But 
■ when  I look  at  its  wretched  plan,  if  plan 
it  has,  the  irregular  manner,  bt  fingular  tafte 
in  which  its  hotifes  are  built,  though  some 
of  them  are  very  coftly,  I cannot  but  will) 
that,  as  it  happened  to  Detroit,  a confla- 
gration would  feize  it  and  burn  it  to  the 
ground  : and  that  a different  and  more  el 
egant  tafte.  giving  it  a new  form,  may 
caufe  it  to  rival  in  beauty  any  town  in  the 
weftern  country.  Z.

RICHARD  CUMBERLAND, escg 
Cumberland  was  the  laft  furvivor  of  the 
old  school  of  dramatic  writers,  and  the 
olclcft  in  the  prefent  reign.  He  might 
have  kept  his  Jubilee,  as  it  is  exactly  fif- 
ty years  fitree  he  produced  his  tragedy  of 
t'he  Banishment  oj  Cicero.  This  was  fol- 
lowed by  three  other  pieces  of  unequal, 
and  now  forgotten  merit  ; but  in  1771,  he 
fully  efttblished  his  fame  by  The  Wcstf[n- 
dtun , which  is  ftiil  a ftock  piece.  He  lias 
left  feveral  half  finished  dramas,  which  he 
probably  intended  to  have  brought  for- 
ward at  the  new  theatre,  to  which  he  was 
1 fubfcriber.
